Norman Crawford will steer the 
Sophomores with Larry Alves tak- 
ing the helm for AMS. 

AWS elected officers, also un- 
apposed, are president, Beverly 
Showalter, vice president, Jean- 
nette Campbell, and secretary- 
treasurer, Carolyn Simpson. 

Since there were no petitioned 
candidates for these offices it was 
posible to write in the name of any 
eligible person and win the office 
with a very small number of votes.
